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‘we are by the vagueness of Editor Halstead’s. 
“Touching the 
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of the svuth that Editor Halstead does not 
preach the doctrine of the equality of sover- 
eign citizens? So far as we know the south 
has never made any such “pretension, etc. 
That is to say, nene of us have ever desired 
or pretended such a doctrine. The charge 
that the colored people are disfranchised by 
southern public opinion is a wild and foolish 
one: but if it was true, it would be a fact 
and not a pretention. Relative to this 
charge, it is enough to say that it is one of 
the siale relics of a heated period. White 
men who do not comply with the law are 
distranchised, and so are black men; but 
Editor Halstead’s charge is invented to sus- 
tain the ridiculous theory not only thatevery 
colored voter wants to vote, but that he wants 
to vote the republican ticket. 

In the course of his reply which we printed 
yesterday, Editor Halstead said that ‘the 
vrowth of the country will wipe out the pre- 
tension of the solid south to equality with 
all the rest of-the country.’ This, then, is 
one of the pretensions of the south—the 
claim of equality with all the rest pf the 
country, Such a “‘pretension’’ is certainly 
constitutional. The south is not only on an 
equality with all the rest of the country, but 
with every part thereof. This is a claim 
that necd not be insisted on, since it 
settles itself. There is no doubt about 
the exjuality of the solid soutb, 
though itis a fact that causes the republi 
can sectionalists to wince in their waking 
hours and cry out in their sleep. The south 
bears its share of the burdens,of the govern- 
ment, and it is entitled to all the benefits of 
the government. If this fact discommodes 
Editor Halsted, he must try and get used to 
it. Time, which is nota healer of the repub- 
lican party, is a great healer of nations and 
individuals. It has healed, for the most part, 
the wounds of the war, and now Editor Hal- 
stead must consent to be healed as he stands, 
or be sent to the hospital for the superanua- 
ted. 

Editor Ualstead’s threat that the north- 
west will soon make a ‘corner of the south 
is we}l understood in this section. But there 
is as much honesty in the northwest as _ else- 
where, and we do not believe that there is 
any prejudice in that quarter because the 
south and the democratic party have insisted 
that the lac fic roads shall be honestly ad- 
ministered and not turned over to the tender 
mercies of Jay Gouldand Blaine.

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THE SENATE DOUBTFUL. 

lt isnot so certain that the republicans 
will hold the the senatorial fort after March 
itb, as it seemed to be shortly after the elec- 
tion. It was then thought that, of the eigh 
teen senators to be elected eleven would be 
republicans and seyen democrats. This would 
make the senate stand, forty republicans, 
thirty-four democrats and two readjusters. 
But the indications now are that nine dem- 
ocrats may be elected, in Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, New 
York, North Carolina and South Carolina: 
and nine republicans in California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, lowa, Kansas, Neyada, New 
Hampshire, Oregon and Pennsylvania. If 
this should prove to be the case, the senate 
wil! consist of thirty-eight republicans, thir- 
ty-six democrats and two readjusters. If 
the two readjusters should become dissatisfi- 
ed with the republican outlook, and should 
procee:! to vote on party questions with the 
democrats, the casting yote of vice-l’resident 
Hendricks would deprive the republicans of 
all control over legislation, and leave the 
new administration free to carry out its 
chosen policy. 

This desirable resuit depends, however, 
upon several large ‘ifs.’ One “‘if’’ is foand 
in illinois, where the legislature is dreadful- 
ly close. It is reasonably well settled by the 
latest returns that the democrats on joint 
baliot have 105 votes and the republicans 
only i101. There are one or two fusionists 
inciuded in the democratic total, but it 
is very safe to say that General Logan’s suc- 
cessor will not be a repnblican. The 
scale was turned in a Chicago district by the 
election of Rudoiph Brand, a democrat, to 
the state senate by 10 votes. The seat will 
be contested, but Brand will doubtless be 
seated. 

Aneotber big “‘if’ arises in New York, 
where the republicans have a majority of 7 
in the senate and 1!) in the lower house. A 
change of 14 votes would defeat the caucus 
nominee of the republicans. It is claimed 
that there are 19 full-fledged stalwarts in the 
two bodies, and that they could be rallied 
for Roseoe(Conkling if the democrats will 
stand up to him. If Mr. Conkling reaches 
the senate under such circumstances, aiter 
the treatment he has received in the repabli- 
can party, heweuld no doubt act at times 
at ieast with the democratic 
party. The democrats of the New York leg- 
islature could not well place their votes 
where they would do more good, and the real 
difficulty seems to consist in finding enough 
stalwarts who have the courage to face the 
abuse and proscription that would follow 
such a change of front. The legislature 
meets early in January, and the result will 
be know before the president-elect goes to 
Washington. ; 

The outlook would not be altogether lovely 
even if New York and Illinois should send 
up two democrats, because Mahone and Rid- 
dleberger would then resume business as the 
balance of power in the senate, Distasteful 
as such asituation would be,# would be pre- 
ferable to unmitigated repubtican control, 
and would doubtless be comfortably endured 
until ih¢ wise course of the new administra- 
tion had won for us two additienal senators. 
Altogether the chances are yery good that 
the senate will be democratic before Grover 
Clevejand’s first term is ended. 
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NATIONAL BANK CIRCULATION, 

While New York city and some other east- 
ern Cities are lessening their national bank 
capital, the agricultural districts of the south 
and west are adding banks and*bank capital. 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, taken to- 
gether, have only 9 more national banks than 
they had four years ago, but the southern 
States have 107 more, and the western agrical- 
tural states have 326 more. The southern 
states now bave $43 national banks, with a 
capita! of $60,100,000, as against 236 banks 
7,100,000 in 1880. The 


than it had in 1880. This growth of banking 
capital has almost wholly been in the sma!ler 
cities and towns. The average capita! of the 
new soutbern banks is $125,000, showing that 
they are not in the main located at commer- 
cial centers. The average capital of the new 
western banks is $140,000. The entire situa- 
tion is summed up with the statement that 
while the eastern and middle states have all 
the banks they need, the southern and west- 
ern states show a remarkable growth in that 
direction. Does not this fact alone show 
what sections are standing still in point of 
business. and what are extending their trace 
relations and developing their resources:

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THE ALLEGED DUBLIN RIOT. 


The Opinion of Two Newepapers in Regard 
to its Origin, 

The Favanneh News of the 20th publishes the 
following, under the head, ‘‘Rather Anxious to 
Give Advyice:’’ 

The editors of Tirz CONSTITUTION publish a little 
note in their Tuesday’s edition, in which they say 
that nothing was heard of the reported Dublin riot 
outside of Savannah. The editors of THE CoNnsrTi- 
TUTION, upon this statement of their own, uader- 
take to givesome mild advice to the associated 
pressagentatSavapnah. It is fair to presumethat 
the note of the editors of THE CONSTITUTION was 
oe ergy under amisapprehension of the facts, 

f that is the case, it will, of course, do the associ- 
ated press egent at Savannah the justice of stating 
what the facts are. 

lf the editors of THE ConsTITUTION will take the 
trouble to refer to Tuesday’s edition of the Macon 
Evening News they will see that the report rela- 
tive to the Dublin riot was sent from Macon to 
Savannah, and that mention was made of the re- 
port in the Telegraph and Messenger on Sunday 
morning. If they will inquire they will discover 
that the associated press agent at Savannah sent 
no report about the rumored riot except in reply 
to ap at ge from the associated press manager at 
New York. 

The editors of THE CoNsTITUTION would do well 
to look a little deeper into matters before offering 
advice. Theitem properly belonged to the juris- 
diction of the press agent at Macon, and no men- 
tion would have been made of it from this point if 
it had dt been sent for. What was sent was 
exactly in keeping with what bad been received at 
this point from Macon, and the report of the riot 
was denied as soon as information was obtained 
that justified a denial. 

The Macon Telegraph of the same date, 
tackles the same subject: 

Itisof daily occurrence that malignant and 
slanderous dispatches are disseminated. The fol- 
lowing isacasein point. The Philadelphia Press 
of the 17th instant publishes this special: 

ATLANTA, November 16.—Georgia has to-day 
been the scene of two exciting sensations, both of 
which are supposed to be the resultof the recent 
political excitement and the belief among the re 
groes that the return of the democratic party to 
power meant the re-establishment of slavery. 

About 2 o’clock this morning news reached this 
city that a terrible riot was in progress at Dublin, 
Laurens county. Dublin is one of the most thrifty 
towns in the state. It has a population of 3,000 
people, but being forty miles distant from both 
raiJroad and telegraph, is not easily accessible. 
The meager reports received picture the turmoil as 
a race war, in which several lives have been lost. 
How wany is not stated, and what is the condi- 
tion of affairs isalso unknown. Mounted messen- 
gers were sent to learn the true facts, but upto this 
hour nothing has been heard from them. 

This was sent at amoment when thet®xcitement 
attending the presidential election had not sub- 
sided. Its language shows it to have been a piece 
of deliberate work. The reason fora riot at Dub- 
lin is given, and it is onecaiculated to create in- 
tense feeling in such a city. as Philadelphia. The 
dispatch records the loss of lives in a race war. 
The fa¢et is there was no riot at Dublin and the 
whole thing was manufactured and evidently for 
a malign purpose.

Infamous is the only word which can properly 
describe the vile practice being indulged in by 
some unknown correspondent of northern papers 
in the south of sending from this and other points 
bogus and sensational dispatches about inecendiar- 
ism and disorders in this section, The falsely re- 
ported riot at Dublin, Georgia, between the negroes 
and whites, growing out of the election, has 
already been commented on and indignantly de- 
nied; but another similar dispatch, if possible 
more sensational and more worthy of denuncia- 
tion, is now being circulated in the north. 


In the Providence, R. I., Evening Mail of Mon- 
day last, appears the following under the large 
heading: ‘Negro Incendiaries.”’ 

“SAVANNAH, Ga., November 17.—Negro incendi- 
aries set firetoe this town this morning. Eight 
business blocks and many residenes were burned. 
Loss, 200,000. A negro is reported to have said 
that it was a Blaine celebration. The incendia- 
ries will be lynched if caught.’’ 

Now here isa lie outof whole cloth. There is 
notone scintila of truth in the entire dispatch 
from beginning toend. Yetit is being copied in 
the Mail and other papers, and is doubtless believ- 
ed by many who have readit. Whatcan be the 
object of the sender of such telegrams? Were the 
campaigu now in.progress, and had we an ultra 
radical in our midst who desired to 
arouse party feeling by such means it 
might be understood, though even under such 
circumstances, sending out false reports would 
be Silly in the extreme, But now 
that the election is over and decided, and no pos 
sible end can be gained by such a practice, it is 
hard tosee what the motive can be for its indul- 
gence unlessit be to create the impression that 
lawlessness and disorder is prevailing in the south 
as the result of Cleveland’s election. 

It is to be hoped that thisreported burning of 
Savannah will be the last of these infamous false- 
hoods. The sender of them is worthy only of the 
contempt of alldecent men. He must-be filled 
with the ambition to rival prototype 
Blaine as a continental liar.

GEORGIA’S NEW CAPITOL. 


‘‘Is There a Lobby?’’—Reply of Mr, James 
P. Harrison. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: The tone, more than the 
words, of an article in Wednesday’s Con- 
STITUTION connects me, as a member of the Perse- 
verance Marble company, in some undefined man- 
ner, With a so-called lobby which is supposed to 
exist forthe purpose of influencing the legisla- 
ture to substitute Georgia marble for Indiana 


limestone in the construction of the new capitol. 
The article in question does me, and 
the company with which I am associated, 
great injustiee. Some weeks since a similar re- 
markabie utterance—‘‘that an unscrupulous lobby 
had been organized to appeal to the leainatare t2 
bave the capitol built of Georgia marble’’—was 
mace in an interview by General Phil Cook, one 
of the capitol] commissioners; with the editor of 
the Americus Recorder. To that insinuation | 
replied, denying it, and requesting a full and 
thorough investigation by the capitol commission 
or the general assembly. 

I replied at the time over the signature ‘‘Geor- 
gian,’ as follows: 

General Cook says: The opponents of “‘oolitic 
limestone’ are organizing ‘‘a strong and unscru- 
pulous lobby in Atlanta, to appeal to the legis- 

ature to increase the appropriation and have the 
capito! builtof Georgia marble.’’ “Strong and 
unscrupulous.”’ How does Commissioner Cook 
know this? Does he speak officially as a mem>er 
o1 the commission, or is he giving earto street 
talk? If the former, has the commission been ap- 
proached by those who want to use corrupt influ 
ences” If the latter, is it becoming 
in a commissioner, speaking as a commis: 
sioner, to repeat idle rumors, mere surmises 
of these who have little else to do than to surmise 
concerning the conduct oi other people? Was it 
the purpose of General Cook to torestall, and if 
possible prevent an inquiry into this matter by 
the general assemby, by having it understood be- 
foreband thatifa member dare arise in his place 
and move to ascertain, by a careful examination, 
whether Georgia marble can be used in building 
Georgia’s capitol, that member is the toolofa 
‘strong and unserupulous lobby?’ Suvely not, 
for if this was the motive the presumption would 
Le raised that when the legislature had appointed 
the com mission its power ceased, the power of the 
people had gone toits limit, and thenceforward 
the commission was all powerful. Surely the 
general could not haye intended _this, 
but does he not see that his re- 
marks may bave this effect on some timid souls. 
The writer does not believe that General Cook, a 
man whom he esteems highly, spoke advisedly or 
even thoughtedly when he spoke thus, but was 
merely talking in his emphatic manner, but he 
certainly must see that his words ought to be more 
careiully weighed. People will look after their 
own interests, and the men who invested thous 
ands of dollars in the marble quarries of Georgia 
cannot be deterred from using fevery honest en- 
deayor to bring this marble into use, especially 
into use in building the state capitol, firm'y b-- 
lieving tbat it was the intention of the ger. 
assemby which passed the act that this should be 
done. 

Now, ior the part I have taken in this matter, 
I have challenged the fullest investigation and 
still do so. 

1, As to the existence of “a lobby.’’ 

2. As to the fact that our company did propose 
to furnish the state, through the capitol commis- 
sion, with Georgia marble on terms of advantage 
to the state, and at a price very nearly that agreed 
to be paid for oolitic limestone. 

3. As to the relative strength and durability of 
Georgia marble ard oolitic limestone. 

4. As to the requirements of the act in relation 
to the use of Georgia marble in the construction of 
the capitol. 

5. As to the price at which Georgia marble was 
offered the commission, compared with the price 
of marble beyond the state, not oolitic Iimestone. 

6. As to the quality and quantity of the Georgia 
marble to be determined by a personal inspection 
by com mittee of the legislature or experts. 

Following the investigation of the foregoing 
questions, let the general assembly appoint a joint 
committee to visit these Georgia marble quarries, 
which aie within sixty miles of our capital, with 
authority to inquire and report upon their merits 
or demerits, ana the representatives of the people 
will be pre pared to act deliberately and advisedly 
on this subject. Proper deliberation in regard to 
a question which not only affects the present, 
but future generations, will occur to 
the legislature as of great im portance. 
lf thus advising our legislators be lobbying, then 
¢ very citizen of Georgia who desires to see the ma 
terial resources of our great state}developed, may, 
with equal justice, be deemed a lobbyist. This Is 
my identical position, which I think I maintain 
in common With an ovyerwheiming majority of the 

wople of Georgia, and which was the position of 
THE CONSTITUTION of Sunday last when it said, in 
ap editorial: 

* “Tf the legislature wishes to add a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, or whatever is necessary, 
to sutstitute marble for limestone, we should be 
glad toseeitdone Weshould rejoice in it.” 

- The Thomasville Times says: 

“We Lope. that the empire state of the south 
may be given a capitol ef which she may be proud. 
the is able to build a first-class-capitol, and it 
should te done. If sn additional appropriation is 
necessary, itshould be made.’’ 

OUR SENATOR. HON, JOSEPH E. BROWN, 
isin favor of the desired modification of the pres- 
ent capitol contract, so as to substitute Georgia 
matbie in lieu of the oolitic iimestone. 

While duly respecting the award of the commis- 
sioners as the performance on their part of a con- 
scientious duty, yet Senator Brown says: ‘“‘I 
greatly prefer that the legislature should 
meke an additional appropriation and direct that 
the building be made of Georgia marble. It would 
do much more credit to the state, and a $100,000 
or $200,000 difference ought not to be a c »nsidera- 
ticn. Asa tax payer, 1 would cheerfully pay my 
part of the sdditional cost,”’ : 3 

Such are the expressed views of this eminent 
statesinen, than whom the state nortbe country 
bas a wiser or safer adviser. ; 

Senator Brown has no interest 
whatever in any Georgia marble, aad his 
perfectly disinterested views on this question are 
entitled to first consideration.

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WHO LOST THE MONEY? 
Three Negro Girls Arrested—They Acknowl- 
edge the Theft of a Sum of Money. 

Ella Harmon, Emma Wood and Hattie Fur- 
low, three negro girls, were arrested and im- 
prisoned early yesterday morning '- by 
Patromen Gloer and Chapman.

George McHenry ‘Knocked on the Head 
by an Unknown’ Negro, 

Yesterday afternoon George McHenry, a 
young negro man, had a difficulty on Marict- 
ta street with another negro, during which 
McHenry was struck on the head with a heavy 
stone. The lick was a hard one, and 


knocked McHenry to the ground, wnere he 


laid in an insensible condition for some time.
